day. M any have an idea when an ad- 
jour nment is had for a day that the 
time of the member s is wasted and 
business of the state neglected. This 
as a r ule is a mistake,as the har dest 
and most effective wor k is done in 


committee. 
M uch has been done 
dur ing the past week, 
and 
aside 
fr om electing a United States sena­ 
tor , much business of impor tance 
has been tr ansacted. 
M any bills, mostly of a local na­ 
tur e, have been intr oduced. 
Quite 


a number have been placed on the 
second r eading and r efer r ed 
to the 
pr oper committees. 
This has given 
the numer ous committees plenty of 
wor k and many bills have been c o n ­ 
sider ed and r etur ned with 
r ecom ­ 
mendations. 


Petitions ar e still being pr esented 
in each house asking for a r eduction 
of passenger r ates on r ailr oads, not 
a few 
of 
which ar e 
fr om Pettis 
cou n ty. 
Rem onstr ances fr om r ail­ 
r oad em ployes have also been pr e­ 
sented. 


Senator Landr um has intr oduced 
bills pr oviding 
for 
changing 
the 
ter r as of county collector s and pr os­ 
ecuting attor neys fr om two to four 
year s, and making such officer s in- 
elligible to r e-election. 
T h e same 


senator will also intr oduce a biil to 
change the ter m of sher iffs to four 
year s. 
T h e session two year s ago 
changed the ter m of assessor s to 
four year s, which has given gener al 
satisfaction, and it is believed thé 
changes pr oposed in the thr ee o f ­ 
fices will meet with public favor . 
Senator Childer s has intr oduced 
a bill r egar ding state license on sa­ 
loons. 
U nder the pr esent law the 
cou n ty cour ts of the differ ent cou n ­ 
ties 
may 
r egulate 
the 
state 
license all the way 
fr om 
^50 to 
$250 for a ter m of six months. The 
r epor t of the state auditor shows 
that 
the county cour ts of 
ever y 
cou n ty in the state with one e x c e p ­ 
tion (H olt) have placed the state 
tax at the minimum r ate or $50 per 
ter m. 
T h e bill as intr oduced by 
Senator Childer s r egulates the state 
license in each and all counties at 
i i o o per ter m of six months, which 
would incr ease the 
state 
r evenue 
about $250,000 per annum. 
Senator Mott, of St. Louis, 
has 
intr oduced 
a bill pr oviding for a 
com m ission to er ect a monument 
over the gr ave of Thom as H. B e n ­ 
ton and making an appr opr iation 
ther efor . 
T h e 
senator 
in 
in ­ 
tr oducing 
the 
bill 
stated 
that 
the r emains of 
Col. 
Benton 
ar e 
lying in Bellefontaine cemeter y in 
St. Louis, neglected and the gr ave 
unmar ked, 
and that the gr ave of 
ex G over nor M ar maduke, in Jeffer ­ 
son City, is also uncar ed for . 
The 
bill will likely pass without opposi­ 
tion and some steps will be taken 
at the pr esent session in r egar d to 
the gr ave of the ex-gover nor .

men, 
wo­ 
men 
and 
children. 
There 
were 
bu t few Cu bans with arms, bu t they 
made a brav e resistance u ntil their 
ammu nition gav e ou t, 
and 
were 
su rrou nded by su perior nu mbers. 
Massacre foUowed. 
VVomen and 
dy ing soldiers were tortu red by hav - 
ing bu rning brands held 
to 
their 
wou nds. 
Many of 
the sick were 
horribly mu tilated. 
Some of the 
more helpless were dragged from 
theii ru de cots and tied to the tails 
of 
horses. 
After 
sev eral 
had 
thu s 
been 
secu red 
the 
troopers 
mou nted horses 
and 
engaged 
in 
a race arou nd the hospital amid the 
shou ts and cheers o f their c om pa n­ 
ions. 
Finally oil was pou red on 
the bodies of many of the sic est 
and a match applied. 
Señ ora 
Gu adelu pe 
Cav aru biu s, 
head nu rse, a beau tifu l and cu ltu red 
woman, was bru tally assau lted in 
the presence of others. 
Tiie bu ild­ 
ings cau ght fire, the head nu rse was 
k illed by a blow from a machette, 
and 
her 
body 
thrown 
into 
the 
flames. 
A dozen children were hu rled into 
the fire. 
Ev ery woman was assau lted and 
then k illed, either with machete or 
being thrown into the blazing ru ins. 
The Spaniards fou nd two little 
children, dau ghters of Jose Cardo- 
v as, 
hiding u nder 
some 
bu shes. 
They tied the children, heads d ow n­ 
ward, to limbs of a tree, hack ed 
them to pieces, and left their bodies 
hanging.
